SYNOPSIS 


The action takes place in Toronto’s “Little Italy” - summer, 1955. 

There will be one intermission 
ACT I 

Don Pasquale, a wealthy, middle aged bachelor, has arranged a marriage for his 
nephew and heir, Ernesto. But Ernesto is secretly engaged to Norina, whom Pasquale 
has never met but whose lack of wealth makes her unpalatable. 

Pasquale has marriage plans of his own and has asked his doctor and friend Malatesta 
to find a suitable bride. When Malatesta announces his choice - his own sister, an 
innocent and convent-bred young girl, Pasquale is beside himself with excitement. 
Initially, Ernesto finds his uncle’s aspirations ludicrous, but becomes increasingly 
alarmed as he realizes his uncles marriage will further cement his own disinheritance. 

Norina, browsing through a romantic magazine, concludes that she hardly needs 
guidance in such matters. She is informed by letter that Ernesto has been deprived 
of his inheritance and plans to leave town. Dr. Malatesta arrives and tells her of his 
plot for her to impersonate “Sofronia”, his imaginary sister for a mock marriage with 
Pasquale. He reassures her that he will advise Ernesto of the ruse and together they 
rehearse Norina’s new role. 


ACT II 

Ernesto packs his clothes and leaves his uncle’s house resolving to seek solace in a 
distant land. Malatesta presents Norina to Pasquale, disguised as his sister Sofronia. 
She meekly answers Pasquale’s questions about her sheltered life and when she 
reveals her face, Pasquale is overwhelmed by her beauty. Malatesta’s cousin, Carlotto, 
disguised as a notary arrives and a marriage contract is drawn up. A second witness is 
needed, and the distraught Ernesto is pressed into service. Malatesta quickly explains 
the ruse to him. As soon as the ceremony is over, Sofronia discards her submissive 
demeanor. She demands of her new husband that Ernesto be retained in the house 
as her escort; she will require new and better-paid servants and the house is to be 
redecorated. Pasquale is beside himself with anger and confusion. 


INTERMISSION 
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Newly hired servants and workmen redecorate the house and Pasquale is appalled 
at the expense. Sofronia plans to spend the first night of her married life by going 
alone to the theatre and when Pasquale upbraids her, she slaps his face. As she leaves, 
Norina intentionally drops a letter from a lover seeking a tryst that evening. Pasquale 
summons help from his friend Malatesta who suggests an appropriate course of 
action. Together they will catch the lovers ‘in flagrante and take their revenge. 

Ernesto serenades Norina but their rendezvous is interrupted by Pasquale and 
Malatesta and Ernesto slips away unrecognized. Malatesta now announces that 
Ernesto is about to introduce his own bride, Norina, into the house. Norina, still 
playing her Sofronia role, exclaims she will never share her home with another 
woman and threatens to leave. Pasquale is overjoyed at the thought of her departure 
and grants permission for Ernesto to marry Norina, with his inheritance intact. When 
it is revealed that Norina and Sofronia are the same person, Pasquale is dumbfounded 
but gives the couple his blessing and the others join Norina in her admonition not to 
marry in old age.
